Principie of Selection Mus t Be Care­ 
fully Obes rv ed. 


W here selection is done with skill 
and care the improvement of many 
kinds of cultivated plants effected by 
its means is Invaluable. 
The lar:;e 
pansies, the huge hybrid gladioli, the 
Ik fie 
flowered 
cannas, 
were 
all 
brought from the state of small flow­ 
ers to their present excellence in our 
own day by careful observers, who, 
watching every variation and keeping 
an exact record of the descent of all 
their plants, turn to the best account 
the wonderful action of heredity. 
That plants are endowed with the 
power of changing to some extent un­ 
der altered and 
varying 
conditions 
iK> one w ill deny who knows even a 
little natural history. 
Such changes 
w ill occur in wild nature as well as 
under cultivation, and by the action 
of heredity w ill be transmitted more 
or less faithfully to the next genera­ 
tions. 
Bu t an all-important fact must be 
reeognized and remembered. 
It 
is 
that in the wild state only such varia­ 
tions have a chaqce of enduring as 
g iv e the plant in which they occur 
some advantage in its life. Many var­ 
iations appear every year which soou 
disappear, because they are a loss 
aUt a gain, to the plant. Supiwse in 
the wild state a potato 
plant with 
sliort stems and late-sprouting tubers 
in a mass at the base of the stem. 
Such a plant would not have any 
chance against rank growing and early 
shooting varieties, and it would soon 
perish. Still, some such characters be­ 
long to some of our best potatoes. 
This is owing to the action of man, 
who throws his power into the bal­ 
ance when cultivating plants which 
are useful or pleasant to him, and who 
^ ves the weakest plant, if it is for 
some reason a favorite with him, all 
the advantage he can 
to 
make it 
thrive and answer his purpose. IMost 
of the variations induced in our gar­ 
den plants are not in favor of the 
plant if In a “ free light*^ with its kind 
In nature* 
A ll our improved roots. 


as carrots, turnips, beets, make an 
early and succulent growth for our 
own bonefit, but not at all for their 
own good. 
If left to their fate to 
struggle with their own wild forms 
they would soon have to taka a “ back 
seat” and very likely soon perish. It 
!ollows, then, that varieties improved 
from man’s point of view must re­ 
ceive kind treatm ent and richer food 
than wild forms of the same plant 
The cultivated plant, like the domes: 
ticated animal, yields in a measure its 
powers of self-defense to adapt itself 
to our service. 
Man must in return 
provide for its safety 
and nourish 
ment 
In the improvement of plants 
the action of man, much like influen­ 
ces which act on plants in the wild 
state, only brings about 
slow 
and 
gradual changes, often scarcely no­ 
ticeable 
at 
first.— Henri L. de V il 
moriii.

T hirty Six Barrels of Gunpowder Put 
in a Vault to Blow Up tne 
British House of Com ­ 
m ons in 1605.

tions, Guy Fawkes tlay, the Britisli 
"Fourth of .Inly." is being celebrai-cd 
tliroimhout Phigland today. 
The oc- 
c.aslon of tin* cclebiation is 
anni 
versary (>f tin* attemi>t 
to blov/ up 
(he British house of iiaiiiameiit, king, 
lords and commons, by Guy F'awkes 
and his fellow conspirators in itiOo. 
Although the enthusiasm maaife--tcd 
is not as great as in past :v'ars, and 
the celebration is gradually losing its 
national 
and 
historical significance, 
the holidav is being generally observ­ 
ed, especially by the children. 
The name of Great Britain’s great­ 
est and noisiest gala day is somewhat 
misleading, in that the whole credit 
or onn.s of the “guiii)owder plot” has 
been popularly laid on the shoiilJe''s 
of Guy Fawkes, whereas history re­ 
cords that he was far from being the 
most important of the plotters and 
appears to have been chosen by the 
chief conspirators because of his cool­ 
ness and courage. 
Robert Gatesby, a scholar and a 
gentleman, but withal a plotter, w a| 
the originator of 
the 
plan. 
Great 
benefits had Vieen expected by the 
Roman Catholics from the accession 
of Jam es T to the throne. 
The laws 
of Elizabeth had been 
unjust 
and 
cruel toward them, and they had been 
led to expect greater tolerance and 
amelioration of their wrongs from 
James. 
In this they 
were 
disappointed. 
The laws respecting Catholicism and 
and Catholi'^s were made even more 
stringent and enforced with greater 
brutality and renewed vigor. 
Popular 
discontent with this state of affairs 
led to the gunpowder plot. 
It was 
conceived with all the ingenuity of a 
m aster 
mind, 
and great hardships 
and dangers were braved by the con­ 
spirators. in attempting to car*y it 
to a successful end. 
The plotters, all gentlemen unused 
to 
manual 
toil, excavated 
through 
nine feet of stone wall in order to 
get lieneath the house of commons, 
but then found that a vault beneath 
the edifice was to let. 
This was en­ 
gaged 
by 
Guy Fawkes, and undt;r 
rover of darkness thirty-six barrels 
of gunpowdr were conveyed to the 
vault. 
All was in readiness or the meet­ 
ing 
of 
parliament on Novemoer 5, 
which was to end in a tragedy that 
would startle the world, when the 
first, disagreement came that was to 
end the great |dot with ignominious 
failure. 
The plotters could not agree 
upon a plan to warn 
the 
Catholic 
members of tmrlianient of the im­ 
pending doom in which they, other­ 
wise, would he s laug hte ’ed with the 
rest. 
Filially ail 
anonymous letter was 
sent to Lord Mont eagle, a Catholic 
peer, warning him not to he present 
at the opening of parliament. 
The 
author of this letter is not known, 
although it is commonly believed to 
have been one of the conspirators 
named Gresham. 
Monteagle took the letteer to Salis­ 
bury. who in turn brought it before 
the king, and this finally resulted in 
uncovering the gigantic plot. 
In or­ 
der that the conspirators might be 
taken red-handed, the arrest was post­ 
poned until the dramatic moment in 
order to allow Catesiiy 
to 
escape. 
This he did, altiiough he was shot a 
few days later while attempting to 
arouse a rebellion against the king 
in Worcester. 
Guy Faw' 
who was detailed to 
fire the tra.a which would blow up 
parliament house, was taken as he 
was leaving the vault, and the rest of 
the conspirators were either killed (:r 
captured at Diincliurch, where they 
fled. 
Fawkes was terribly tortured, 
and thougl* he was rendered so weak 
that he could scarcely 
mount 
the 
scaffold, he retained his magnificent 
fortitude to the end. 
By an act of paliianient.'^ the m em ­ 
bers of which had barely escaped a 
terrible d<*ath. November 
o was pro­ 
claimed a day of Thanksgiving for­ 
ever. 
Fo’* two centuries afterw|ird 
the annual celebrations were marked 
by riotous excesses, in which drunk­ 
en 
men 
and 
women paraded the 
streets all day. carrying effigies of 
Guy Fawkes, which at night 
weie 
burned in huge confiagrations to the 
accompaufmeut of fireworks, drinking, 
dancing and mad orgies. 
The fierce 
religious hatred once engendered in 


tlio breasts of Protestants and Catli- 
oiirs alike on the annual recurrence 
of Guy P’a n k e s day has. now died imt 
and the arni versa ry lia.s now become 
little more than a general holiday, 
witli ncaily all thought of its ti.igic 
E>igiiiiicance vanished from the minds 
of the p’’esent generation.

a young woman of La Salle county, 
into custody. 
The postal authorities have previ­ 
ously been content to destroy all pos­ 
tal cards that W'ere objectionable, and 
the arrest of the sender is a depar­ 
ture that is counted upon, they say, 
to have a wholesome effect.
